Tue Kansas County-seat War 
Renewed. 


A Sheriff and Two Deputies. Killed by 
Men in Ambush. 


The Bullets Were Intended for the 
Judge of the District. 


The Jadge Forced to Flee for His Life— 
More Lawlessness Feared —State 
Militia Sent to the Scene 
of Trouble,

(Kan.,) Jan. 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] In Springfield, the 
county seat of Seward county, this 
morning, the sheriff and two deputies 
were killed by a squad of men in am- 
bush. Itisis supposed to be the out- 
come of a plot to kill Thomas -Beakin. 
judge of the judicial district. It is all 
the result of the famous Stevens county 
feud, which began in July 1888, and 
has continued with few interruptions 
ever since. Seward county, before its 
organization, was a part of Stevens 
county. There is a county seat war on 
between Springfield ‘and 
mob composed of the o]d Stevens county 
faction were determined that Beakin 
should not hold court at Springfield. 
The sheriff and posse were on the way 
to escort the judgetocourt. When near 
the judge’s house they ran into the am- 
bush. Sheriff Dunn and Sheriff-elect 
Ray Guiman were killed. One of the 
deputies is missing. 

A Mrs. Larabie ran to Judge Beakin's 
house and told him of his danger. - He 
went to Arkaion with his family, and 
has taken refuge in a house and his 
friends are holding the mob at bay. 
His friends are calling on all able 
bodied law-abiding citizens throughout 
the country to rally to his support.

The Plot to Kili the Jadge—More Trouble 
Feured, 

ARKALON (Kan.,) Jan. 5.—|Bvy the As- 
sociated Press.| Another bloody chap- 
ter has been added to the criminal his- 
tory of Southwestern Kansas. The 
county seat war between Woodsdale 
and Hugoton has again resulted in 
bloodshed. The lot to kill Judge 
Beakin, »the opponent of one of, tthe 
murdered leaders of the feud. was. put 
into execution today. It failed and the 
bullets intended for the judge ended the 
life of a deputy: sheriff. Three 
weeks since the judge received in- 
formation that a mob composed of 
members of the Citizens’ Alliance of 
Woodsdale and Springfield would en. 
deavor to assassinate him on his way to 
court at Springfield this morning. The 


of the conspiracy, who gave the name 
of allimplicated inthe plot. Hea 
stated that the jndge would be fired 
upon at the head of the valley, near 
Cullert’s place, one mile southeast of 
Springfield. Last night the judge. 
Sheriff Dunn and six deputy sheriffs 
held a meeting at the house of the 
judge, which is two miles south of the 
head of the caiion. They decided to 
scout the country between the judge's 
house and the courthouse, and ‘started 
from the house at 8:80 this morning. 
They came upon a mob composed of 
about forty men with Winchester rifles, 
and a fight ensued. It lasted until day- 
light. ‘The sheriff was literally riddled 
with bullets. 

All the other officers escaped and 
went to Springtield, where they barri- 
caded themselves in a private house. 
The mob pursued them to the town. 
Shortly after day had broken Joe Lari- 
bee, the court stenographer, was seen 
7 members of the judge’s family, who 
allthis time had been at home, ap- 
proaching the house on a horse. The 
mob could also be seen in the distance. 
Larribee flanked tho mob and reached 
tbe house, when be told the judge of the 
result of the battle and urged him to fiee 
with his family to Alkalon. Not long 
afterward Mrs. H. P. Laribee, wife of 
an under sherifi, also arrived at the 
house with a similar message from Dep- 
uty Sheriff Stein, cashier of the Arkalon 
State Bank. 

County Attorney Branchomp secured 
the ws | of Sheriff Dunn and brought it 
here. it will be sent to bis family. 

In addition tomembers of the Citi- 
zens’ Alliance who composed thé mob 
there were also half a dozen desperate 
characters from Grant county. All 
were under the leadership of John 
Stoffie, recently convicted in Judge 
Beakin's court of horse stealing The 
instigators.and principal movers in 
the conspiracy are: Mrs. Marga- 

et Wood, wife of mur- 
ered Sam Wood, John R. Gar- 
rison of Garden City, A. R. Kilgore, 
C. S. Kilgore, O. S. Aubrey of Woods- 
dale, B. J. Valhores, C. L. Culver and 
W. B. Orner of Springfield. Judge 
Beakin has had detectives in the camp 
of the Citizens’ Alliance of Woodsdale 
and Springfield the past three weeks 
and has in his pesseasion conclusive evi- 
dence, .

ANOTHER RAILWAY WRECK. 


Passenger Traine Collide onthe Wabash— 
Five Lives Lost. 

(Ill.,) Jan. 5.—[{By the 
Associated Press.| At anearly hour this 
morning two Wabash passenger trains 
collided at Aladdin, a station three 
miles east of Hannibal, Mo. The trains 
met at the Aladdin side track, Engineer 
James R, Wilson, on the wes-tbound 
train. running on the main track, not 


‘seeing the switch in the fog which was 


very dense, and on which. he should 
have waited forthe eastbound train. 
When he discovored the mistake he 
started back, tp to the switch, but it 
was too late. The east-bound train 
came up ata high rate of speed and 
dashed into the west-bound train. Both 
engines telescoped and all the cars 
were burned except two sleepers. and 
one chair car. 

The killed are Engineer James R. 
Wilson of Springfield. Engineer Alfred 
Bouchard of Springfield, and three 
Italian immigrants, names unknown, 
burned to death. 

Fireman Warboys of Springfield was 
fatally injured. Fireman David Con- 
nell of Springfield and William Ken- 
nedy, colored porter, of Decatur were 
badly injured. ‘ Several passengers 
were badly cut and bruised. The in- 

ured were brought to this city to the 

abash hospital. Express Messengers 
Dunham and Clongh were injured. 


USED THE CLOSURE. 


New York Democrats in Possession 
of the State Senate. 


They Seat Their Men, Cutting off all 


Debate —Gov. Flower’s Message 
Urges Them to Gerrymander 
the State, 
By Telegraph to The Times. ‘ 


Avpany (N. Y.,) Jan. 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Democrats have 
nailed down their Republican brethren 
in the Legislature, and in doing it used 
‘he iron hammer of the closure, which 
was never before lifted in the Senate of 
the State of New York. As soon as the 
Senators were sworn in this morning 
they gotto work. Senator Edwards up 
to this point was an important element 
in the situation, but the Democrats did 
not propose to rely long op the Indepen- 
dent Republican. They would rather 
have one of.their own. Walker was to 
be seated in the Twenty-seventh Dis- 
trict, in which Sherwood, the Repnbli- 
can candidate, was proved ineliible 
after getting a majority, and the seat- 
ing was to be done without opportunity 
on the part of Sherwood or any RKe- 
publican Senator to enter a protest. 

Senator Cantor, the Democratic 
leader, offered a resolution declaring 
Charles Walker elected and moved the 
previous question. 

Senator Erwin protested that there 
was no previous question in this body 
and asked leave to present Sherwood's 
petition. After a brief but acrimonious 
discussion, Cantor explained after the 
question was put, that the Senate, not 
having yet adopted any rules of order, 
was under.the general parliamentary 
practice which always provides for the 
previous question. 

After further vain protests on the 
part of the Republicans, Walker was 
voted in, 16 to 14, and immediately 
took the oath. 

The Committee on Privileges and 
Elections will at once inquire into the 
contests against four Republicans, Rich- 
ardson, Derby. Donellson and Vangor- 
der. The Democrats must have twenty 
votes to insure appropriation bills, and 
the probability is that all except Van- 
gorter will have to give way to Demo- 
crats. The majority means to lose no 
time in reapportioning the State. 

The Assembly was organized 
and the officers nominated by the Dem- 
ocratic caucus elected, 

Committees were then arpointed by 
both branches and notified the Governor 
that the Legislature was organized. 
He at once sent his message and it was 
read. In it he congratulated the people 
of the State upon the fact that for the 
first time in eight years the Governor 
was able to address his remarks to a 
Legisiature in political accord with the 
executive. He stated that the para- 
mount duty before the Legislature was 
to provide for the enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the State, preparatory 


‘to the apportionment of Senate and 


Assembly districts. He also pointed 
out the necessity for an immediate re- 
apportionment of Congressional dis- 
tricts. The Governor advises the 
Legislature to repeal that _por- 
tion of the electrical execution law 
which prohibits newspaper publication 
of acconnts of the details of the execu- 
tion. He favors a liberal but, not an ex- 
travagant appropriation forthe World's 

Fair exhibition. The Governor recom- 
mencs an extension of the system of 
registration of electors to all parts of 
the State and says that any measure 
properly drawn and not in conflict with 
the Constitution, which will so bulwark 
the present ballot law as to make in- 
timidation and bribery an impossibility, 
will receive his hearty approval. The 
Governor advises the passage of a Con- 
stitutional amendment, transferring to 
courts jurisdiction in all contested elec- 
tion cases.

STARTLING DEVELOPMENTS. 


The Clerical Party Backing Up the Garza 
Revolation, 

LarEpo (Tex.,) Jan 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Startling developments 
regarding the Garza revolution are 
coming in. Papers found in the saddle- 
bags of Pablo Munose, one of the cap- 
tured revolutionists, show that Montes 
de Oca, Bishop of Monterey, is finan- 
cial agent of the clerical party in sup- 
plying Garza with funds. The-state in 
which the Bishop was first located 
passed a law that all parties marrying 
must first secure a license from ‘the 
civil authorities,. This was followed by 
alaw prohibiting church processions 
except by permission of the govern- 
ment. These laws were disputed by.the 
Bishop and he was fined by Gen. Reyes, 
governor of the province, who-told him 
if bishops did not obey the laws he 
would destroy the church. This cre- 
ated bitter feeling and Oca was trans- 
ferred to Monterey. In February Garza 
published an article charging that the 
murder of Gen. Martinez was committed 
at the instance of President Diaz 
through Gen, Reyes. who employed as- 
sassins. For. this statement warrants 
for Garza’s arrest were issued, and this 
was the starting point of the revolu- 
tion. Later disclosures show that the 
Clerical party and Iturbides or folowers 
of Prince Iturbides, who is Diaz’s oppo- 
nent for the presidency, are one and 
the same, and that Garza is supported 
by them. 


To Proclaim a New Repablic. 

Curcaco, Jan.5—An El Paso (Tex.) 
dispatch reads: ‘It is just learned 
that the leaders in the present revoln- 
tion on the lower frontier have been 
working inthis neighborhood for re- 
It is aiso learned 
thatthe headquarters of the revoluv- 
tionists are situated at New Orleans, 
but their removal to El Paso is contem- 
plated, as this place will afford a better 
base of operations. The Mexican revo- 
lution is backed by a large amount of 
money, and as soon as a foothold is. ob- 
taine ‘in Mexico the revolution will be- 
gin in earnest.

San Francisco, Jan. 5.—[By the As-

D. Phelan was elected chairman. 
Speeches were made by Rev. Horatio 
Stebbins, Barclay Henley, Rev. T. C. 
Easton, A. C. Paulsell and George 
Lezynsky. 
Resolutions were adopted unanimously 
stating that whereas. the late grand 
jury had shown that official venality of 
the most depraved type existed in the 
city and State government; that all posi- 
tions from United States Senator down 
were sold and that legislators brazenly 
bartered their votes; the people of 
the city thanked the late grand jury 
and Judge Wallace for their aashaia in

nounced the culpable and criminal in- 
terference - of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company in politics as the 
first cause of the villainous corruption 
that exists. 

The chairman was authorized to ap- 
point a committee of seven to designate 
thirty citizens as an Executive Com- 
mittee of anorganization of citizens 
who ‘should labor to free the city and 
State from boodlers and see that the 
work of the grand jury was not lost.

The Southern California College of 
Law was formally opened last night in 
the rooms of the Los Angeles Business 
College on South Main street. It is in- 
tended that students shall secure in- 
struction in the law and acquire a 
thorough knowledge of its fundamental 
principles, and that those who desire 
‘shall be fitted for practice at the bar.

OPENING EXERCISES. 

Last evening the exercises opened 
with music. followed by an address from 
Prof. Schrader, after which John M. 
Mitchell, Esq., president of the college, |. 
delivered the Opening lecture, in the 
course of which he said:

‘The merchant, broker and business man 
would find general knowledge of taw re- 
lating to contracts, transfers, recording, 
frauds, étc., additional capital. Managers 
of corporations should also keep themselves 
et, informed as to the growing 
laws relating to corporations. Architects 
and mechanics are interested in many 
branches of law, such as mechanics’ liens. 
Furthermore a certain degree of legal 
knowledge tends to expand the understand: 
ing. Clergymen and teachers would be im- 
proved by a study of the law. 

Woman's work is constantly expanding. 
They are entering the lists with men and 
becoming competitors in the epee of 
life. They, also, need legal knowledge. 
-More especially is this the case with those 
women who are owners of property. 
whether they are married or single. The 
courts are fuli of instances where scheming 
adventurers and lawyers have obtained he 
fortunes of women through their total ig- 
norance of the law. 

The speaker here referred to the 
Hopkins-Searles will case, and continu- 
ing said: 

There are many successful women prac- 
titioners. In France, where the examina- 
tions are very severe, a2 woman recently 
took the lead of 500 candidates. 

The speaker then glanced at the 
growth of legal lore, continuing as fol- 
lows: 

According to Blackstone prior to the 
twelfth century the collection of maxims 
known as the common law was chiefly 
taught in the monasteries. Common law 
was never systematically taught in univer- 
sities until the fourteenth century. In 
America, until recent years, instruction 
has chiefy been obtained from private 
sources aud especially in law offices. In 
this way students have, to a great extent, 
failed to secure a proper knowledge of the 
rudiments of the law. Hence law schools 
have of late been constantly growing in 
favor and have come to be regarded as al- 
most necessary in the study of law. 

The prowoters of this enterprise ob- 
served the need of such an edueational in. 
stitution as this in Southern California. 
The plan of instruction contemplates inno- 
vations which, it is believed, will be found 
improvements. There will be studies by 
recitation and lecture, aiso by text books. 
The law college will be conducted in con. 
nection with the business college, which, it 
is believed, wiil prove a very valuable 
feature, cases being brought up in one de. 
partment and settled in the other. 

The practice of the law in America is 
rery different from that in England, now or 
in Blackstone's time. Here the lawyer 
must be solicitor, barrister, clerk and, to a 
great extent, business man. Bookkeeping 
is of more importance to the American law. 
yer than Greek, Latin or French. 

The gentlemen who have agreed to help 
in this enterprise—able, conscientious men 
—do so wilhout any present commensurate 
compensation. Itis their efficient aid that 
makes thie enterprise possible. As to my- 
self, [say with Judge Tucker that I am well 
aware of the difficulty of the task of in. 
structing pa and only truest that my un.

ies. I seek no personal aggrandizement. 

Concluding, Mr. Mitchell addressed a 
few words to these who were ambitious’ 
to become members of the bar, showing 
the onerous nature of their undertak- 
ing, which involved great labor, but at 
the same time held out great prizes. 
The aim of the law is a most noble: one, 
though often perverted by the unwor- 
thy.

oranges from two. boxes found at different 
times in the best frait and provision store 
jin this city. Both boxes were marked 


“Havana seedlings.’ The first box: which 


came about four weeks ago, contained 200 
oranges and cost the merchant $6 in Chi- 
cago. Some of the oranges had scars epon 
them as though they had been hit with 
hailstones, otherwise they were all right as 
to appearance. The second box contained 
126 oranges. All of the fruits were fair to 
look at, with none of the marks upon the 
surface as had those of the first box. 
The second box cost $3.75.. 1 was 
especiaily pleased with the quality of. the 
fruit In both cases, the flesh being high col. 


-ored, tender, juicy and quite sweet, those of 


the first box especially so. I am constantly 
studying the oranges that come to our 
markets, and desire to say, without Gat- 
tery. that the fruit of these two boxes far 
exceeds the average Riverside fruit; in- 
deed I should prefer these oranges to any 
except the very choicest Riverside Navels, 
when the lattefare fresh, for many of the 
Navels reach us that are stale and only 
second or third quality. I regret to 
that many California are excee 

ingly poor. Every year I purchase fine- 
coking specimens of Navels that we can. 
not use atall, but are forced to throw them 
away withouteven tasting. The cause of 
this ldo not know. The fruits are fair to 
look upon, but almost as dry as a sponge 
inside. Ihave paid 75 cents a dozen for 
Riverside Naveis, and not had one fruit in 
the dozen that was fit toeat. Such things 
hurt California seriously. On the other 
hand, such fruit as these two boxes of yours 


fare a satisfaction to the purchaser, who 


three times out of four will return and call 
for more of the same kind of fruit. Call- 
tornia apricots and plums are other fruits 
that are very unsatisfactory at the East. 
Both are very fine to look at, but very dis- 
appointing to the taste. The market for 
them will be exceedingly limited, no bu — 
purchasing a second time if he ts wise.

We are in receipt.of a circular from 
Francis J. Garrison, treasurer of the 
Society of American Friends of Rus- 
sian Freedom, office No. 4 Park street, 
Boston, containing a strong appeal for 
relief for the starving Russian peas- 
antry.

The 
failure of crops, he goes on tosay, 
‘has extended over a full third of 
Russia, and that third is just the most 
fertile part of the country; it is the 
part upon which the remaining two- 
thirds have always depended for sus- 
tenance. In the second place, the 
harvest has failed also in the neighhor- 
ing countries; and, therefore, a large 
quantity of corn has already been ex- 
ported from R«ssia. Wheat, indeed, is 
still being exported. Inthe third place, 
there are not, and cannot be, in Russia 
this year any stores of old corn, “such 
as there were, for instance, in the 
famine year of 1840.”’ 


The count further speaks of the panic. 
created .by “the famine as ‘a terror 
which people catch, like infection, one 
from another, and which paralyzes 
their power of acting in concert. This 
panic shows itself in the successive pro- 
hibition of the export, first of rye, then 
of other kindS of grain (wheat, for 
some reason, excepted,) and also. in 
such contradictory measures as, on the 
one hand, the assigning of large sums 
for the relief of the distressed, and, on 
the other, the collecting of taxes by 
the local authorities. 
strikingly. noticeable in ‘the . ever-in-

A Severe Blow to Fruit-growers, | 
Orange-growers of Southern Califor- 
nia realize very forcibly this year that’ 
misfortunes never come singly; or as 

Shakespeare puts it, 


One woe doth tread upon another’s heel, 
So fast they’ follow. 


The severe windstorms which oc- 
curred December 10 and 11 were very 
destructive to both crops and trees in 
the San Gabriel Valley and along the 
foothills. The damage varied a good 
deal in different localities, the Azusa 
section, at the head of the valley, suf- 
fering the worst. The estimates of loss 
on crops varied from 10 to 75 per cent. 
San Bernardino county seemed to go 
almost scot free. Ofange county suf. 
fered but little, and San Diego, Santa 
Barbara and Ventura were hardly 
touched. 

But Jack Frost was lying in wait for 
those whoescaped the first ordeat. The 
cold snap that prevailed in the latter 
part of December did much more dam- 
age to the fruit crop than the winds hal 
done. A gentleman from Santa Ana 
who called at Tue Times office yesterday 
thinks that the citrus fruit crop of that 
section will be almosta total loss. The 
thermometer fell there on the coldest 
night to 24°. The leaves-on many of 
the trees are as white as though they 
had been painted, and oranges show 
that they were frozen to the depth of 
a quarter of aninch. The full damage 
to the fruit may not become apparent 
until the sun has had a chance to shine 
upon it fora week ortwo. Even if the 
fruit hangs on the tree to apparent ma- 
turity, it will be found that all that 


which was touched by frost is tasteless 


and unmarketable. 


In the San Gabriel Valley the dam- 
age was more or less severe. Col. J. R. 
Dobbins estimates his loss from wind 
and frost at one-third of his crop. An 
extensive grower at Azusa says that out 
ofan anticipated crop of 8000 boxes 
he expects to gather not more than 500 
or 1000 boxes, 

A gentleman who has a fine lemon 


orchard at North Ontario reports that 


the thermometer fell to 26° at his 

place. There is not a lemon left on his, 
trees. From the highlands of San Ber- 

pnardino county come reports of exten- 

sive damage to nursery stock. Whether 
the fuit there is much hurt is not stated. 

There is a report that the thermometer 
went very low at Riverside and that 
much of the fruit there was injured. 

Ventura county seems to have escaped 

pretty fairly. The most extensive 
grower of citrus fruitsin that county, 

N. W. Blanchard of Santa Paula, esti-~ 
mates his loss as very slight. 

_ The damage to trees lies mainly in 
the freezing down of’ nursery stock and 
young plantings, though bearing or- 
chards have suffered some in the nip- 
ping of tender growths and the backset 
which will result from loss of leaves. 

This is undoubtedly the most destruc-. 
tive frost that Southern California has 
experienced for eight years—and per- 
haps equals in damage the hard freeze 
of eight years ago. The loss is of 
course much greater because there are 
so many more orchards to suffer. 


Experts in the orange trade are un- 
able to give any accurate estimate of 
the scaling down of the product. In 
the early part of the season it was 
thought that Southern California would 
be able to export this year from 4500 
to 5000 carloads of citrus fruits. It is 
now doubtful whether half that gquan- 
tity will be available. If this be the 
case, then the loss to the citrus indus- 
try of Southern Califoreia is more than 
$1,000,000 in fruit alone. 


We regret exceedingly to give such a 
discouraging report, and for that rea- 
son have awaited confirmatory state- 
ments of loss before presenting it. 
But it is bétter to face the issue fairly 
and squarely and let everybody prepare 
himself to meet it. There will be ups 
and downs in every branch of business. 
Last year proved exceedingly prosper- 
ous for fruit-growers all along the line. 
They must take the streak of lean along 
with the streak of fat if they are ban- 
queting with fortune.

age of the silver. The resolution di- 
rects the Committee on Judiciary to in- 
quire if any further legislation is neces- 
sary to make it the duty of the proper 
officers of the mint to receive and coin 
silver bullion for the benefit of depos- 


oenator Stewart said: ‘‘It is provided | 
in the act of 1887 that gold and silver 
bullion brought to the mint for coinage 
shall be received and coined “by the 
proper officers for the benefit of the de- 
positor, and there is no other mode or 
manper provided for coinage in that 
act.

THE BALTIMORE, 
She Arrives at San Francisco—Interview 
with Capt, 
San Francisco, Jan. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The United States 
cruiser Baltimore arrived here at 9:30 
this morning from Valparaiso via 
Callao. Captain Schley was imme- 


diately interviewea by an Associated 


Press reporter. He stated that his re- 
port had been forwarded to Washington 
and he was not at liberty to make any 
statements concerning its contents. He 
stated, however, that he had seen no 
reason to modify his former telegraphic 
report based on the investigation of the 
Valparaiso mob by officers of the Balti- 
more. 

‘‘My men.” said he, “thirty-four in 
number, entirely unarmed, were at- 
tacked at almost the same moment in 
half a dozen different parts of a dis- 
trict of the city a mile and a half wide, 
by mobs varying from 800 to 2000 
men. Two were killed, five were ser- 


iously stabbed and eighteen more were 


bruised and hurt. Every one of them 
was stabbed from behind, not one from 
in front. If my sailors had been armed 
they could have defended themselves 
for when even two of them turned at 
bay the Chileans fled. If they had had 
knives I believe that each one could 
have chased a dozen Chileans. The 
wounded are all well now, but I cannot 
permit them- to be interviewed at 
present. The riot lasted about an hour 
and a half.’’ 

Capt. Schley’s attention was called to 
the report of the Procurator Fiscal of 
Valparaiso, which stated that ali but 
two witnesses declared that the police 
had done their full duty. ‘J do not 
know what my men testified.’’ said the 
Captain, *‘but Iam sure it was nothin 
like that. After much trouble the Chil- 
ean authorities allowed Lieut. Henry 
McCrea to be present at the examina- 
tion of the men, but they swore him to 
secrecy and he cannot make public what 
was said. They also made the sailors 
sign two papers written in Spanish, of 
the contents of one of which Iam igno- 
rant. It may be that the procurator 
makes his statement on the strength of 
something contained in these.

Federal Officials at San Diego Severely 
Scored. 


Government Suits in the Courts not 
Pressed Owing to Petty Squab- 
bling and Smuggling Carried

San Francisco, Jan. 5.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.—The Chronicle will say 
tomorrow that,some facts were learned 
yesterday concerning the result of: 
Special Agent Evans’s investigation 
into the,official conduct of Collector of 
Customs Berry of San Diégo, and the 
system of loose smuggling across the 
southern borders. It appears from the 
report prepared by the special agent that 
anything but harmony prevails among 
the leading federal officers at San 
Diego.. The collector complains that 
the United States marshal’s office in 
San Diego has assumed a hostile atti- 
tude toward him. It is also stated 


thatthe district’ attorney, _ who 
recently resigned his office, neg- 
lected to push Government cases. 


and the report, declares that federal 
litigation in the San Diego district is at 
a standstill onthisaccount. Meanwhile 
the smu of horses over the line 
continues. Itits estimated that in the 
past nine months 8000 horses have 
been smuggled into California, and that 
the Government revenue has sustained 
a loss of $90,000. 

‘There seems to be no way at pres- 
ent,’’ said Col. Evans, yesterday, 
which this lawlessness can be stopped.

Of course officers cannot legally cross 
the lineto effect a capture.

Next 
night the horses are taken over 
the line and by morning the vaqneros 
have driven them out of the jurisdic- 
tion of the. collector, or else have so 
mixed them up with hundreds of other

Considerable success .has attended ef- 
forts to produce an American slow-burn- 
ing, prismatic powder that shall render 
the United States independent of foreign 
manufacturers. 

A beginning has been made in the con- 
struction of gun and mortar batteries for 
the protection of the most important ports, 
which will advance dealing with the whole 
line of defensive preparation. Let there 
be four years of continuance of similar leg- 
islation and activity and it can no longer be 
said that the United States is defenseless 
against foreign powers. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE, 


Report of the Commission—Some Impor- 
tant Suggestions Offered. 

-Wasminoron, Jan. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The- annual report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
states that there has been marked im- 
provements during the year in the dis- 
position of carriers toward compliance 
with the law, but as regard the duty of 
establishing and publishing rates..and 
charges, little progress.has been made. 
Public grievances arising from the fail- 
aire of carriers to comply with the 
law inthese particulars are pointed 
out 

Upon the question of ‘connecting | 
lines,’’ the most important subject 
treated, is that of through routes and 
rates. The question of legislative 
power to compel connecting carriers to 
grant through facilities is discussed at 
length, and while the difficulties are 
acknowledged and explained, they are 
shown not to be inseparable. Attention 
is directed to the dissimilarity of the 
terms of various bills of lading in 
common use and the conflict of judicial 
opinion as respects rights and duties of | 
shippers and carriers there under the 
proposed uniform bill of lading. e€ ob- 
jections of shippers thereto are dis- 
owned and some of ics: features, es- 
pecially the provision that property 
taken at carrier’s risk shall be rated as 
one class higher than if at owner's risk, 
are disapproved. 

The commission recommends a mode 
of proceeding before the commission 
and in courts to enforce the commis- 
sion’s orders, definite action to compel 
carriers to adopt uniform classificacion 
and that the last section of the act be 
so amended that corporations as well as 
their employés and agents shall be in- 
dictable.

The Los Angeles Terminal Railroad 
Company will have an opportunity to 
fight a test case In the courts to settle a 
disputed pass question. Ever since the 
Los Angeles, sadena and Giendale 
road was built through Garvanaza, 
Ralpb Rogers, the well-known citizen 
of the place, has carried an annual pass 
on the road. which, upon changing own- 
— was given its present name, Los 
Angeles Terminal. He received this 
pass, it is said, as one consideration for 
certain rights ceded to the railroad 
company by Rogers, and he claims that 
the company promised him free rides 
for life. The present management of 
the road, wishing totest Mr. Rogers’ 
rights, refused to renw his annual pass 
on the Ist of the year 1892, on the 
ground that the company is not bound 
to carry out the promises made by the 
former organization.

ing over the parapet of a Confederate bat- 
tery without firing ashot. This was Bar- 
low’s celebrated charge, unequaled for 
daring and unparalleled in the slaughter 
suffered by the assailants. ’ 

The Fifth passed through the battery 
and rushed for the eneniy’s second line, 
but was met on the way by strong opposi- 
tion from the front and both flanks. No 
support coming to its aid, retreat was neo 
essary, and it fel] back to the battery, dis- . 
puting every foot of ground in a hand to 
hand struggle. The Confederates that had 
been captured in the outward rusb repudi- 
ated their paroles, and catching up weapons 
from the fallen New Hampshire boys 
opeyed fire upon their late conquerors.

established in that branch of fruit culture;

Resolved, by the Board of Agriculture of 
the Twenty-eighth District Agricultural As- 
sociation (San Bernardino county) that we 
urge the fruit-growers of the county to at 
once take action to make the finest and 


State Citrus Fair ever made in this State, 
to the end that the premiums and honors 
of that exhibit may still further empbasize 
the fact that we produce the finest citrus 
fruits to be had in the State, 

Resolved, that the fruit-growers in mak. 
ing that exhibit should carefully select 
each specimen of fruit placed on exhibi. 
tion, and that none but perfect fruit should 
be taken to the fair, as experience shows 
that careful selections of fruit is better 
than artistic display.

TUSTIN. 

The following through freight in carload 
lots was shipped from the Tustin branch of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad for the year 
ending December, 1891: Thirty-seven cars 
of stock, 3,690,000 pounds of barley, 180,- 
000 pounds of corn, 120,000 pounds of po- 
tatoes- 90,000 pounds of onions, 30,000 
pounds of a, 30,000 pounds of wal- 
nuts. 30,000 pounds of beans and 17,750 
boxes of oranges. 

The above shipments represent but a 
small portion of the products of Tustin, 
By aclose approximation the last year's 
crop of oranges for Tustin was 70,000 
boxes. or 233 carloads. Had our total or- 
ange crop been shipped from the Tustin de-' 
pot it would have made it the third largest 
orange shipping depot in Southern Califor- 
nia, Riverside and Los Angeles being the 
first and second. 

Our local railroad is not patronized as 
well as it might be for various reasons. 
aceommodations for 
‘are entirely Inadequate. There is 
at present stored in Santa Ana between 
50,000 and 60,000 sacks of barley that 
were hauled from the San Joaquin ranch 
right past the Tustin depot. The ranch 
raised fast year about 200,000 sacks of 
barley and 5000 sacks of wheat, besides 
hay, corn, beans, etc. If thisis a favorable 
year a much larger acreage will be culti. 
vated and the. barley crep alone will prob- 
ably reach 300.000 sacks. Tustin being 
less than half the distance between the 
ranch and Santa Ana, it is reasonable to 
suppose it would be the shipping point, if 
storage facilities were afforded. Our local 
passenger train. as itis run at present, is 
no accommodation and our people have got 
into the habit of going by way of Santa 
Ana. Our people feel friendly toward the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and there is no 
reason why our depot cannot be our princi. 
pal shipping point.

Suit Continued. | 


The Plaintiff Tells Her Story on the 
Witness Stand. 


Indignities Put Upon Her in Her 
Husband’s Home, 


Annoyed by His Son Tommy—An Attempt 
at Suicide by Taking Morphine— 
Deposition of Mrs. 

Storke’s Aant.

The Storke divorce case was again on 
trial yesterday in the Superior Court. 
Yda Addis Storke, the plaintiff, was again 
on the stand, but as the trial is being con- 
ducted with closed doors it was not possi- 
ble to get much of the testimony. At noon 
the direct examination of the witness.had 
not been conclvded. 

While on the stand yesterday morning 
Mrs. Storke testified among other things 
that Mr. Storke supplied her with only 
$75 a month for household expenses. 
There was plenty of food such as it was, 
but it was too plain for her delicate stom- 
ach. Inthe line of clothing he did not 
even get her as much as a spool of thread. 
She never asked Storke for anything; sup- 
posed he ought to know what she wanted. 

He would not allow her to run any bills, 
aud she did not have any money with which 
to pay her car fare. | 

She also testified that on January 18 she 
took morphine with suicidal intent. 

Before marriage witness was in good 
health, but afterwardin October, 1890, her 
health was very poor and she was at times 
very nervous. Storke wearing old and 
dirty clothes would humiliate her and make 
her nervous. In June she was drinking 
two bottles of port wine every thirty-six 
hours,to keep up her nerves. 5 

Andther subject causing a great deal of 
trouble was the Tommy. Mr. Storke 
had promised to send him away to school, 
and afterward refused to do so. 

When the morning session closed she was 
about to relate the story of her return to 
Santa Barbara from San Francisco the last 
time. The cross-examination of the wit. 
ness began about 2:30 yesterday after. 
noon. 

The deposition of Mary Hillis-Short, Mrs. 
Storke’s aunt, introduced on the first 
day of the trial, related some of the acts of 
Mr. Storke, which she claims to. have wit. 
nessed while residing with Mr. and Mrs. 
Storke in Santa Barbara. One of them 
was that Mr. Storke seized Mrs. Storke and 
threw her on the bed and shook her se- 
verely. It also stated that the plaintiff 
was cruelly abused by both Mr. Storke and 
Tommy, that Mr. Storke often used obscene 
language in the dining-room, and that he 
attempted to kill his wife at one time when 
she was ill by administering morphine and 
whiskey,

by the parties in interest, presents 
many features similarto that of the 
Palomares ranch at Pomona. 

The Cienega ranch is about two miles 
southwest of the city, and is now inter- 
sected by Jefferson, Adams, Washing- 
ton and Pico streets. The ranch for- 
merly comprized 4000 acres, in which 
Mrs. Louis Gartias, a daughter of Gau- 
narruis Abila, held an undivided one- 
fourth interest. In 1853 Mrs. Garfias 
sold her interests in the ranch for 
$2000. The deed, which was duly re- 
corded, recites that she had first re- 
ceived $1000, and afterward, on sign- 
ing the instrument, the balance of the 
purchase price. $1000 more. The 
deed bears her signature, alsothat of 
her husband, also an acknowledgement 
by the notary public, with his signature. 
But the cupy of the deed inthe books 
of the County Recorder does not show 
the seal of the notary public, nor does 
it show that the woman was examined 
apart from her husband by the notary, 
as required by law at the time. 

The ranch was afterward sold and re- 
sold, and subdivided and many families 
have bought small tracts, paid for 
them, and made their homes there, there 
now being some 300 families settled on 
the land. The abstract companies and 
eminent attorneys for years gave 
abstracts and certificates pronouncing 
the titles to be good. 


A few months ago these settlers re-} 


ceived a summons in the Superior 
Court. by Moye Wicks as attorney for 
Mrs. Gartias, who is an illiterate Mexi- 
can woman over 70 years of age, now 
living at Anaheim, to appear and an- 
swer why they should not be dispossessed 
of those lands, and suit was duly filed 
for that purpose. The present owners 
of the land joined forces for their de- 
fence, .employed attorneys, and .en- 
deavored to secure a speedy hearing, 
confident that they would be able to get 
a legal decision sustaining their titles. 
So far the owners say they have been 
unable to get their case before the 
court. Ithas already been continued 
four times, but isnow set for January 


12. Owing, however, to the re- 
cent death of G. Tonone, it is 
claimed that it is more than 
likely that another continuance 


will be asked by the prosecution, and in 
the meantime they can do nothing with 
their property unless they pay Mrs. 
Garfias for a quit claim, which they ob- 
ject to doing, as they have paid for the 
land once and object to doing so again. 
These settlers also claim that Wicks, as 
Mrs. Garfias’s attorney, does not want. 
the cases brought to trial, but wants 
the cloud kept on the titles, so the 
present owners will have to pay for 
quit-claim deeds, This, they say, makes 
a deadiock andthey can do nothing. 
They claim that it is impossible to get 
justice, and are helpless unless they 
can get a hearing in the courts. 

Just what steps are to be taken is not 
known, but the people are considerably 
stirred up, and in case another continu- 
ance is granted, a meeting will proba- 
bly be called to formulate some plan of 
action. 

WHAT MR. WICKS SAYS. 

Mr. Wicks was seen at his office by a 
reporter, and also at Tue Times office, 
and when asked about the matter re- 
plied (as usual) that he did not think 
the newspapers were the proper places 
totry lawsuits, but as certain state- 
ments had been made, he did not object 
to stating the facts from his standpoint. 
He had been retained by Mrs, Garfias 
some months ago to look into the case, 
and see what rights, if any, she had in 
the Cienega ranch. He made an exam- 
ination. as a result of which he came to 
the conclusion that she had a good tech- 
nical law case, and he so advised her. 
It is true the deed is of record, but he 
is not prepared to say whether Mrs. 
Garfias received the money or not, or 
signed the deed, as she is an illiterate 
woman and can neither read nor write. 
The attorney said, however, that he 
presumed his client had received the 
purchase price originally. But whether 
she had or not, cuts, in his opinion. no 
figure in the case from a legal stand- 
point. He considers that the deed is 
fatally defective and that the legal 
title is still in Mrs. Garfias, unless it 
cau be shuwn that she has lost her 
rights by adverse possession under the 
statute of limitation. This is the whole 
case, and it will have to be settled by 
the courts. 

‘When asked whether or not money 
bad been demanded tor quit claims Mr. 
Wicks replied that several persons had 
ealled voluntarily and paid for quit 
claims, but said that no one had been 
invited to call at his office for that pur-

THE ITATA HEARD FROM. 


Report of Her Commander to the Chilean 
Government. 

The San Diego Union of Monday con- 
tains the following item of ‘local inter- 
est: 

A copy of the Chilean Times, published at 
Valpariso, containing the report of Com. 
mandante Tejeda of the Itata to the Min. 
ister of Marine, has been received inthe 
city. In his report Mr. Tejeda details the 
incidents of his leaving Iquiqui under con- 
voy of the Charleston and of the voyage to 


San Diego. 
‘On my arrival,’’ says the commandante, 
“I passed a ndte to the District Attorney, 


Mr- Cole, ,in which I told him that by in- 
structions received from your department 
I notified him that the Itata had returned 
to San Diego to be judged and was now a 
his disposal. To this note. sir, I had not 
the honor of receiving an answer, although 
Iam certain that it reached the hands of 
the functionary to whom it was directed.”’ 

The report then details the causes of the 
delays and annoyances to which he was 
subjected and openly charges Mr. Cole with 
having endeavored to defeat an immediate 
adjustment of the matter. That when 
Judge Ross was obliged to go to San Fran- 
cisco and postpone the hearing until Sep- 
tember, the commandante had offered to 
pay all expenses of witnesses to the latter 
city to expedite matters. but Mr. Cole would 
not give his consent. That when the vessel 
had finally given bond it was again dis- 
trained for the ‘“‘miserable sum of $200,. 
000 costs, of loss and damage ‘experienced 
by the cruiser Charleston in her persecu- 
tion of the Itata.”’ 

Mr. Pejeda also’hauls Marshal Gard over 
the coals for removing the principa?-parts 
of the machinery of the Itata, and the de- 
lay caused by the marshal in not return- 
ing the parts to the ship after she had 
given bond. Also that the marshal had 
ordered the officers and crew ashore, but 
that he (Tejeda) had telegraphed from San 
Francisco to Capt. Mannzen not to obey the 
order and only submit to superior force. 
The report speaks very kindly of the cit- 
izens, and says thatin many instances the 
press and public censured the action of the 
government. 

A letter which accompanied the paper

missed, both from the service of the steam- 
ship company and the government, his ac- 
tion while in this port not having been sat- 
isfactory to hisemployers. The latter also 
States that the Itata is taken apart and

The report to which Prof. Rising re- 
fers is as foilows: ‘‘Your committee 
have made a very careful examination 
ofthe Royal Baking Powder, and are 
satisfied that it fulfills all the re uire- 
ments which the public can make of a 
baking powder. For purity and care in 
preparation it equalsany in the market, 
and our test shows that it has greater 
leavening power than any other of 
which we have any knowledge.

LONDON, Wee. 10—irelabd in the Christ- 
mas holiday time is scenically perhaps in 
its least. pleasing aspect. But nature’s band 
isa loving one even in the Irish winter, 
and the blessed hold that Christmas time 
has taken upon the universal Christian 
world heart, blended with that marvelous 
compensative power of utilizing the most 
trifling possibilities for human joy which 


‘the Irish nature possesses, permits and 


provides a quality of Christmas time cheer 
which is often surprising to those whose 
lives are measurably filled with bounteous- 
ness and content. Of the Irish Christmas- 
tide itself there is little in the life and cus- 
toms of the great and powerful better than 
an echo of English Christmas cheer. At 
the country manor houses and castles 
there are the same feasting and alms yiv- 
{ingasin England. In the cities throngs 
surge and crowd with elation and despuir 
In their faces as with us. But nowhere 
else on this earth doés Christraas time 
bring such shuddering, pallid, piteous pov- 
erty to staud, stare and bunyger for the 
glories of home wiudows open, or the won- 
ders of shop wiudows ablaze with what 
these desperately forsaken humans have 
never owned or kuown. . 

While there is undoubtedly an almost 
universal reverence for the more sacred 
side of the Christmastide—and I truly 
know that at least the Irish peasantry have 
an innate reverenve for all that js sacred 
and good—Christmas is not generally ob- 
served in its high and holy sense in [re- 
land. Itisatime for much that Is tender 


“and worthy, bit also one for deplorabie 


excess. In decoration the ivy aad holly 
are everywhere seen and procurable, and a 
tiny sprig-of the mistletoe conspicuously 
appears in all the homes of the more fav- 


___.ored classes. Rich or poor, Catholic or 


Protestant, every fi.mily will possess a 
“Christmas biock’’ of ash, which is the 
favorite, or of “bog deal, ” found in the 


Irish peat banks or bogs. This is to Ire 


land as the yule log to England, and. it» 


burns brightly for the home coming of 
every hearf the home may own. 
Passing the Christmas at bome is a sen- 


_timent and determination more impressivé 


and unvarying, save with the Irish nobil- 
ity, than in any other landI know. And. 
on Christmas eve itself there cannot be 
found among the lowly classes a human 
soul not a lost one, that is not there or 
sometime there within the glow and 
warmth. With;the bumbler villagers 
everywhere, and always with the peasantry 
of the sonth and west, the “Christmas 
mold,” or huge, long candle, weighing 
from one to two pounds, if its price needs 
be begged or stolen, isan iovalnable requi- 
site for Christmas eve, [t will simply 
irrevocably be had. The boy deal block is 
fired; the doors are fluiig wide open for 
friend, mendicant or enemy to enter with 
cead mile failte (a thousand times wel- 


- come); the mammoth candle is lighted to 


burn out, but never be extinguished; and 
while there is constant going and coming, 
itis softly done, as if the Nativity were 
still a universal Presence. 

There always acircle of eager faces 
about the fireplace, where strange, weird, 
ever old and ever new tales, abounding in 
religious sentiment, are told, while the 
half lights dance fairylike among the 
bluckeved, century old thatch rafters above. 
To miduight mass nearly ail repair; then 
the “tea breakfast’’ is had; those who 
have saved evough brew great bowls of 
punch; those who have not get along quite 
as well upon the stirring poteen, and as 
the day comesin [rish roystering with all 
its liberal hilarity begins. 

But Christmas time in Jreland is one of 


-unspeakable loss to the bird families of 


tiny wrens. This tragedy of the wren 
should have a luminous place in literature. 
Half a million [rish children with kippens 
and clubs are beating about the hedgés for 
victims. Sacredly protected during every 
other day of the year, the wren is now 
sought with ferocious yelling of— 


Come huntin the wren, says Robin to Bobbin; 
~ome huntin the wren, says Richard to Robin; 
Come huntin the wren, says Jack Tilaone; 
Come huntin the wren, says every one. 


The wren is hunted, for according to the 
superstition it must be found; its man- 
gled little body is beribboned and dangled 
in a rush cage, or hung from a holly 
branch; and with this strange hint to 
almsgiving swaying aloft, hordes of young- 
sters shrieking: 

We hunted the wren through frost and snow; 
We hunted the wren seven miles or nore; 


We knocked him dow . and he could not see; 


And we brought him home ina holly tree— 
crowd the streets in Irish Christmas days; 
knock at homes and are given coin; and 
when the night comes hold such wakes 
over the dead wrens as only a master 
hand could paint or describe. 

The genuine Christwuastide which the 
people of England and America know, 
and which has ever been such a season of 
joy iv all Catholic countries, bas scarcely 
been kuown in Scotland since the domina- 
tion of the Presbyterian church in the 
land o’ cakes. The cle-gy have ever been 
indefatiguble in their efforts tostamp out 
any manner of celebration oj the Nativity; 
and there wasatime, happily lony past, 
when ministers visited every house in 
their parishes to detect if possible any 
“superstitious’’ Christmas observances on 
the part of the people. 

Even to this day-any sacred and reveren- 
tial observance of Christmas in Scotland 
is made by Fviscopalian families and 
among the Higulanders and Islanders, who 
‘still retain strong affinities with the an- 
cient religion, for whose re-establishment 
so many of their ancestors lost their lives. 


“In cities like Ediaburgh, Glasgow. Perth 


and Averdeen the day is observed by the 


whole people as a mere holidty—an occa- 


sion for license and enjoyment of the more 
boisterous kind, although of late yeurs 
there is a marked tendency to eventually 
adopt some of the immemorial customs of 
the English Christmas 

The Scotch as a people, therefore, gener. 
ally observe the last duy of the old and the 
first day of the new year with much festiv- 
ity. Having no religious significance, this 


festivity until late years reached pretty | 
“merriment and-ticen 


to frantic se, 
and while the poetic literature of Scotland 
is as bare of Christmas references as that 
of England is rich and sweet, it is full of 


' quaint old rhymes upon New Year’s time, 


custoins aud cheer. 

In inany portions of Scotland, in 
ence to the march of modern ideas, and 
particularly signiticant of the gradual en- 


Croachment of English thought and feel- 


ing, these.Now Yeur’s time festivities bave 
been transferred to Christmas time, but 
they are the old New Year Scotch customs 
still, and all the real sentiment of the 
time appears to be that growing out of 
ancient Yule, or lol, which was the yreat 
aubual feast Of Luge Scaudiuaviaus, 
The boys in/the Scottish lowlands 
rbyme: 

On Christmas night I the 

I burnt my fagers—I find it yet. | 
But there is no Christmas, as we know tt, * 
among them. In Fifeshire there is also: 
the quatrain; 


Yule's cuine, auu gane, 
And we ha’e feasted weel; 
Sae Jack must to his flail again, 
And Jenny to her wheel. 
But there is as little Ouristmas in Fife as 
fn any part of Scotland. 

The entire holiday time in Scotland is gen- 
erally known as the Daft Days, and the only 
day of them all that was ever held in = 
thing like respect wis Handgel Mé 
This was, and is, the first Monday of he 
new yeur. It is the Scotch day for present 
making, and in most of the rural districts 
the day for friendly and family gatherings 
of a tender and genial, rather than an up- 
roarious, nature. But Hogmanay is the 
great childrens’ and youths’ day of the 
holiday period. In olden times it was the 
last day of the year. In many localities it 
is now the day before Christinas, Nobody 
has ever discovered what the word really 
means, but Hogmanay day, whether the 


_ day before Christmas or New Year’s, is in 


Scotland that one day of the year in which 
all children io fantastic dress are permit- 
ted to sing, dance and bey from door to 
door in the most boisterous manner im- 
aginable, aud vo ole is so daring as to re- 
fuse them cake, sweets or coin. 

Perhaps this custom is observed with 
greatest vigor in the Hebrides, the High- 
lands and in tue Shetland islands, In the 
latter, at Lerwick, the children and youths 


prepare for the day for weeks in advance,” 


The most fantastic and outrageous cos- 
tumes are invevted. The elder ones tak- 


ing part in the bacchanal are called “Gui-' 


zers”’ and the lads anl lasses “Peerie 
Guizers,”’ or little disguised ones. They 
learn some fine carols, but most of their 
songs are of the veriest local doggerel. 
Attired in their weird custumes they pro- 
ceed from house to house, shouting as id 
enter: 

Hogmanay, 

Trollolay, 

Give us your white bread, 

And none of your gray! | 

In Lerwick they are accompanied by 
musical instruments, and agreeable music 
is often furnished. They are invariably 
offered refreshments. Dancing and other 
amusements are indulged in, for there are 
always crowds awaiting them at each 
house, and they are often given money at 
their departure, This is kept up through 
the entire night, varied by the explosion_of 
firecrackers and rockets, and the dragying 
through the narrow old streets of the 
quaint Dutch built town of numberiess 
bluzing tar barrels. 

Probably nowhere in all the world is 
Christmas time more thorouxhly observed 
and enjoyed than in England. In what 
ever else the English people are changing, 
of the peerlessness of this time and hour 
there can be uo doubt. True, England can 
no longer boast of her royal Christmas 
masques, costing often a quarter of.a mil- 
lion of our money, and the court Lord of 
Misrule is a personage of the past. But 
royal and noble giuttony, guzzling and li- 
centiousness, bave given place to Christin 
tenderness an! almost regal opulence io 
help to humankind. 

Whatever’ may be the shortcomings ee 
general of the English nobility they should 
be gredited with splendid munificence at 
this time of the year. The whole area of 
their dependencies is blessed and bright- 
ened during the Christmas holiday season. 
It bevan away back in Elizabeth’s reign. 
In 1589 there was such a crush at the royal 
masgue that an order was issued to the 
gentlemen of Suffolk and Norfolk, direct- 
ing them to leave London before Christ- 
mas and give their attention to keeping 
Christinas in their respective residences. 
It is an inviolable social rule of the nobil- 
ity to this day. Wherever the Euylish 
gentlieman’s or nobleman’s family may be 
during all the rest of the year, they are at 
their country seats and castles at Christ- 
maa, 

This manor house sends its folk and 
servants to that one, or the gentlemen 
from a dozen conyregateatanothber. With 
the gentlemen, shootiny, coursing or ath- 
letic games, and with the ladies gracious 
calls upon tenants or each other, with 
most brilliant intercourse and always a 
devout attendance at the little parish 
churches, rule the sweet and genial day. 
Great state marks this going and coming 


over the crisp country roads. At the cas-: 


tles it is the same, save that the retiuues 
are greater, the feasts more tremendous, 
and wore respect is paid to proprieties and 
form. But it may traly be said that there 
is not a dependent, a tenant or tradesman, 
and not a buman being suffering from 
sickness or poverty discoverable in the 
neighborhood of these people of quaiity 
who is not generously remembered, prac- 
tically aided and tenderly succored by this 
class at Christinas time. Politically we 
may abuse its members at will;. but this 
custom makes a better Christmas for them 


and the world than any olden Yuletide of - 


‘wassail and debauchery that ever was 
known. \ 

Many of the olden Enylish Christmas 
customs are truly disappearing, and good 
riddance to them. But there is not one 


- sweet and good old thing or custom which 


has not been retained. Roust beef, plum 
pudding, Christmus pies and buns, suap 
dragons, with the mistletoe and holly, are 
all cherished with olden zest and zeai. 
Even the boar’s head, decorated with rose- 
mary or prickly holly, is still brought ino 
at thousands of English Christmas boards. 
The mummers ure nearly gone and only 
linger, a feeble reminder of their former 
paganisms, in remote districts of Devon- 
shire and Cornwall. 

The Yule log may be today found in 
more English homes than in the Tudor 
Christmas times, and no home is so poor 
in England that the glowing Christmas 
tree we have all borrowed from Germany 
may not be found within it. ‘The Christ- 
mas bells of England chime truer and 
sweeter than ever. I have sometimes won- 
dered if one could find a spot on English 
soil where their tuneful voices could not 
be beard. Much bas been written of Eng- 
lish carols in the vein of their huving dis- 
appeared. So they have—those of inex- 
pressible gros»ness and riluldry that were 
common from the Fourteenth century to 
the Kighteenth. But in their place, from 
Penrith in old Cumberland to Penzance 
in Cornwall, there may now be heard 
throughout all England, from Christinas 
eve to Christmas morn, such sweet and 
tender words us those of “In the Basta 
Gray Lizht,” “Hark, the Herald,” **Hark, 
W hat News, os “Hail, Smiling Morn!” at- 
tuned to noble son 

The Christmas of Enyland, and for that 
matter of ali Britain, aud our own Christ- 
mas are blending iuto one. Protestant and 
Catholic, puritau and prude are getting 
upon commou ground in adapting and pre- 
serving all that is best in Christmas in all 
lands, Church and bome sanctuaries glow 
with « radiance less and less dimned vy 
rankling wars of creeds, while Christian 
humanity gathers closer with its stroog 
and tender clasp the poor and the desvlate 
ut every recurring And blessed festival of

HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF 
the county of Los Angeles, State of Cal- 
ornia, do ordain as toliows: 
SECTION 1, 
or entertainment, the exhibitor thereof 
shall pay a license tax as foliows: 
Forevery exhibition qf a caravan, mu- 
seum, menagerie,or collection of animals,

or collection of animals, fifty dollars per 
day; tor every side show to a menagerie, 
museum er circus where a separate admis- 
sion fee is charged, five dollars per day.

The recent rates for 
special sizes are now extreme, even in gro- 
cery lots.

Results of Co-operation. 
, Rural.] 

The dairy interest of this State has 
suffered for years from unchecked 
adulteration and from abuses in mar- 
keting, which have seriously reduced 
producer's rewards. Time and again, 
we have pointed out these facts during 
the last decade, and urged united action 
among producers. We showed that 
there were plenty of good laws, 
both State and national, against 
butter frauds, and yet 
pursued without molestation, and 
would be so pursued. until producers 
united to bring culprits to the bar. 
Prosecuting attorneys and constables 
seldom draw their nets closely enough 
to catch industrial evil unless they are 
brought down to it by outside pressure 
from those whose legitimate interests 
are being sacrificed. The organization 
of the Dairvmen’s Union, whose method 
is one of the fullest codperation, has 
put a new face upon the dairy situation. 
at least, so far as adulteration is con- 
cerned. On another page of this issue, 
we give detailed. accounts of the war- 
fare begun against bogus butter by the 
Dairymen's Union, through regulary em- 
ployed detectives, and already certain 
offenders are being arrested and will be 
fully prosecuted. This will result in re- 
tarding peddlers from pursuing a dan- 
gerous and nefarious business. and will 
also warn the public against being im- 

sed upon. This much has thus far 
been accomplished by the dairymen by 
coéperating. and thisisonly a side issue 
in their work. The at problem of 
producers marketing their own products 
is being practically solved, andthe fu- 
ture will tell what past abuses may be 
abolished, and what greater reward ma 
come to the producer by codperation. 


California Prunes and Raisins. 
{New York Commercial Bulletin. | 


| California raisins and prunes are ar- 


riving quite freely at present, and de- 
liveries on former purchases are pro- 
ceeding with comparative smoothness. 
Here and there may be discovered a 
disposition to ‘‘kick’’ on raisins, boxed 
fruit in particular, but in most instances 
it is found that the root of the trouble 
lies in the late decline in values rather 
than in the condition or quality of the 
goods. With prunes the condition is 
somewhat different; price of that fruit 
have advanced so that the difference 
between original cost and present mar- 
ket value is in the buyer's favor, and 
the little difficulty experienced is over 
the size of fruit. The controversy in 
neither instance is really serious, how- 
ever, and the appearances at present are 
that everything will be smoothed out 
before the holidays. 

Late advices from the Coast state that 
holders of raisins there are firmer, and 
indicate that the worst phases of the 
heavy crop have been experienced, since 
large quantities of the goods have 
passed into distributors’ hands, leaving 
no greatersurplus in the primary market 
than may be readily taken care of, 
while the movement in the channels of 
consumption is free and likely to con- 
tinue so at present prices. Prunes, 
all accounts, are fairly well sold up at 
first hands. In fact, that fruit isin the 
best position of any, and not only pres- 
ent distribution, but the ptespects for 
outlet in the future are encouraging.
